Increase For 
Grain Acreage 
Near Million 


Increase of nearly 1,000,000 acres 
in the estimated acreage to be 
sown to grains in Alberta this 
year is indicated-in.an agricultural 
report prepared recently by the 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
and released here Monday by the 
Provincial agricultural extension 
service, 

Total estimated acreage to be 
sown to grain this year is 12,067,500 
as compared to 11,152,900 acres actu- 
ally sown in 1941, an increase of 
914,600 acres, 

Largest estimated increase is for 
flaxseed, the figure forecast for 1942 
| being 197,000 acres, or an increase of 
|50 per cent of the actual-total sown 
|last year of 131,000 acres. 

BARLEY UP 

Next largest estimated increase is 
in barley, the survey indicating that 
2,492,000 acres of this grain will be 
sown in Alberta this year, a jump 
of 40 per cent aS compared to a 
total of 1,543,000 actually sown last 
year. 

This estimate follows an appeal 
made to farmers by agricultural 
authorities this year to increase 
the amount of barley’ acreage this 
year for livestock feeding ,pur- 
Poses, and also to sow more flax 
seed for vegetable oil. Flax is re- 
garded as the main source of vege- 
table oil to meet the loss in im- 
Ports of this product due to the 
war. 

Estimated potato acreage this year 
is 23,100 as compared to 22,400 acres 
sown last year. 

Summerfallow in the province for 
1942 is estimated at 5,581,000 as 
against actual summerfallow acre- 
age’ of 6,342,000 acres last year.

Three Jap Ships 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—(AP)— 
The United States navy department 
announced today that U.S. submar- 
ines in the western Pacific had 
sunk a Japanese destroyer and two 
cargo ships, one of them a naval 
auxiliary, 

A communique said the sinkings 
were not related to last week's 
naval clash in the Coral Sea. 

These three sinkings raise the 
toll] of Japanese ships, both naval 
and commercial, taken by United 
States submarines to 42 sunk, 12 
probably sunk, and 11 damaged.

Although gas was used with} 
deadly effect in the last war before 
it was a year old, there has been 
no clearly proven case of its use in 
this war, The Italians were reputed 
to have employed it against the 
Ethiopians in the African prelude 
to the general conflict. But the} 
accusation was never definitely | 
sustained. 


USED IN BELGIUM 


The Germans also were reported 
to have used it experimentally in 
the invasion of Belgium, knocking 
out the defenders of Belgian forts | 
with a gas which was not deadly bui | 
paralyzed its victims mentally and 
physically, This also has not been | 
definitely established, although such | 
gases are known to exist. 

In the last war, gas Was used most 
effectively against soldiers in the 
field rather than against ¢ivilian 
populations. There were thousands | 
of soldier casualties, some killed, | 
some incapacitated for duty for) 
varying periods, some for life. 

Chemical warfare dates back as 
far as military history. The an- 
clents used fire and smoke, “Greek 
fire”, and noxious gases generated 
from pitch and sulphur. 

The first effective modern use | 
wes by the Germans in France in} 
April of 1915. They unlooged chlor- | 
ine gas from cylinders, to be wind-| 
borne into the enemy ranks. Aid- 


ed by favorable air currents they| - 


were able to spread havoc in the 
Allied lines. The troops were ut- 
terly without protection and fell 
gasping without knowing what had 
hit them. It is recorded that the 
attack was so successful the Ger- 
mans were surprised and did not 
have the necessary reserves in line 
to take full advantage of it 


GAS FROM SHELLS 

Crude gas masks were immedi- 
ately developed ani later were 

rfected, with improvements 
made to counter each new type 
of gas used. The opposing sides 
soon found that the cylinder meth- 
od was unreliable and too subject 
to wind variations. Gas from shells 
was quickly brought into play and| 
proved particularly effective in| 
the use of mustard gas and,similar 
vesicants, or blistering gasses. 

Dozens of types of gases were 
developed, and experiments went 
on all during the war. Commonly 
used were lung irritants, such as 
chlorine, chloropicrin, phosgene, | 
etc, and vesicants such as mustard | 
gas. There were various irritants, 
such as tear gas, the like, which| 
put a man temporarily out of 
action. | 
CAUSED NAUSEA 

Some of the gases caused nausea, 
headaches, mental depression and 
physical weakness. Some refine- 
ment of the latter is supposed to 
have been used by the Germans in 
Belgium in 1940. | 


| 80,000,000 


The deadliest of gases, based on 
hydrocyanide, which kills autright, 
was not much used because of its 
volatility and the difficulty of con- 
centrating it effectively, New 


methods of employing this gas, 


| however, are believed to have been 


developed in the last 20 years. 


All the nations have been ex- 
perimenting constantly with newer 
and deadlier gases since 1918. A 
renewal of gas warfare in this con- 
flict may have a much wider effect 
on the civilian population than in 
the last one. 


DROPPED FROM PLANES 

That is because the gas probably 
will be dropped mainly in shells 
from airplanes, Lacking troops con- 
centrations to aim at, the bombers 
presumably will seek out industrial 
centres which can be legitimately 


classed as military objectives. The

Implementing The Plebiscite 
eae in ina 

Prime Minister King gave notice in the 
House of Commons that he will move an 
amendment to the Mobilization Act. What- 
ever else it may propose, one purpose is 
understood to be the removal of clause 3 
of the Act. This is the clause which pro- 
hibits compulsion in sending troops over- 
seas, Its cancellation was plainly involved 
in the plebiscite, and became certain when 
the verdict was “yes.” 

With this restriction lifted, men can 
be called up for oversea service. Whether 
organized units created for home defence 
could be sent abroad as units, may be 
open to question. If so, further legislation 
will be required to shift these units from 
the “reserve” to the “active” lists. 

The important matter however is that 
enough men be obtained to keep our over- 
sea forces at full strength and to system- 
atically expand them as the strategic 
plans of the Allies may require. Voluntary 
enlistment is as yet supplying the monthly 
quotas needed, and unless there are signs 
of a falling off it may be doubted that 
compulsory methods will be applied. To 
enforce conscription with no military 
reason for doing so would be only an 
arbitrary exercise of authority. 


Tokyo Fears The Reaction 


The smashing defeat administered to 
the Japanese naval forces in the Coral Sea 
was not the first drubbing they have been 
given. Macassar Strait was the scene of 
their first beating—the first the navy of 
Japan had ever known. They had the 
better of the subsequent fighting in the 
Java Sea, where they were able to match 
powerful ships against weaker ones, Last 
week's battle puts the Allies again one up, 
with the score standing two signal defeats 
for Japan against one qualified victory. 

Tokyo suspects that the reaction upon 
the Japanese people from these repeated 
reverses of its supposed invincible navy 
might be serious, and it took pains to pre- 
vent them learning the facts. The official 
radio adopted last week the expedient of 
transferring its loases to the other column 
and giving out that the aircraft carriers 
which went to the bottom were United 
States ships; adding other fanciful details 
calculated to make the listeners think it 
was the Allied forces, and not their own, 
which had been “caught,” battered and 
routed. 

Apparently the war directors do not 
trust the Japanese morale to stand up to 
the impact of bad news. In this their judg- 
ment may be sound. Japanese faith in 
Nippon’s navy is second only to faith in 
the heavenly origin of the Emperor. An- 
nouncement that the navy had met defeat 
again might well be as shocking to 
A hoi polloi as news that the dynasty had 

en, 


Getting The Job In Hand 


One all-important fact emerges from 
the rout of the Japanese invasion forces in 
the Coral Sea, the timely occupation of 
Madagascar, the ceaseless grinding away 
of Nazi miljtary power by the Russians, 
and the devastating offensive the R.A.F. 
is carrying into the munitions centres of 
the Reich and the occupied countries. It is 
that the Allied fighting men do not have 
to go to the enemy to learn strategy, skill 
or valor. 

Whatever criticism may have seemed 
to be in order in the past on the score of 
leadership in one theatre or another, there 
should be equally frank recognition that 
the lessons taught by reverses are being 
applied, There has never in any area been 
cause to doubt either the efficiency or the 
bravery of the rank and file on land or sea 
or in the air. Nor is it to be forgotten that 
everywhere our forces have had to do 
much with little. That they failed, some- 
times signally and tragically, was in the 
main because they were too few or were 
under-equipped. 

This handicap is being fast overcome, 
and from the Arctic to India there is de- 
veloping a positive strategy that was not 
anywhere possible until the United nations 
had figuratively beaten their plow-shares 
into swords. 

The moral is clear. If we civilians in 
all the Allied lands keep on turning out 
the tools our fighting men will finish the 
job, for they are better men than their 
opponents, That we definitely know.

Why Not Mother’s Year? 


How many people in Edmonton—it 
would be interesting to know—failed to 
observe Mother's day-—-by sending her a 
message or some token of affection? Not 
many, surely. But if some did fail, the op- 


portunity is still open to them to make’ 


good, Every day should be mother’s day, 
and a letter or a gift to her is appropriate 
any day in the year. Her love and care 
did not and do not wax and wane with 
the season, and only continuous thought- 
fulness on the part of her children can 
fittingly acknowledge their debt. 

If Mother's day is really worth while 
it should mark the beginning of a whole 
year ,in which no opportunity will be 
neglected to let mother know that she is in 
the thoughts of her children wherever 
they may be. How about carrying the 
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Mother’s day idea right through the 
twelve months, by going to see her regu- 
larly if she lives within reach, or writing 
to her regularly if she is at a distance? 
Conforming to a custom by remembering 
her on one day in 365 is a mighty poor way 
to make up for a whole year of neglect.

Some Discrepancies 
tween Fuehret’s Pledges 
and Performance 
At this stage in this war in 
which millions of men, women, 
and children have, already been 
slaughtered, with millions more 
certain to die, with tens of mil- 
lions in horrible distress which 
will be worse, with enormous 
destruction of noble things which 
human kind have valued, and 
with vast destruction more to 
come, it is worth while to set 
forth briefly the vile dishonor, 
the vile lying and treachery, of 
the German leaders who have 
forced this terrible tragedy upon 

the civilized world. 

The vile story of the German 
dishonor is rehearsed circum- 
spectly in a pamphlet just pub- 
lished entitled “The Diplomacy 
of the German Reich” by Denis 
Weaver, which The Journal pro- 
ceeds to summarize briefly. 

There is nothing new in the 
story, All of it has been heard 
before, in detachments, But it is 
well to have a complete picture, 
a bird's-eye view so to speak, of 
the incredible depth and width 
of the German villainy. The 
archvillain was of course Hitler 
—the arch-liar, the insane Satan 
of the story. But the German 
people who have followed him 
like sheep, or rather like swine, 
must be held to full culpability. 

Let us proceed to note his 
avowed principles before and 
after he attained power— 

Then let us proceed to present 


his practice, 
Before he achieved power, he 
roclaimed in his book Mein 


ampf that treachery and lying | 


were justifiable and desirable in 
political or national leaders to 
achieve their aims. And _ he 
vaunted the glory’ of war. “War 
is the most natural, the most 
everyday mattér. War is eternal. 
War is life!” 

As and after he attained 
power, he ceased to advertise 
such frank rottenness, and pro- 
fessed instead decent aims—with 
thé intent undoubtedly in his dis- 
eased mind to mislead the world 
outside Germany. 


Professed Principles

But the stra- 
tegic importance 
of this move is 
no greater than 
the political 
significance of 
it. 
In the first 
place, this out- 
and-out allied 
defiance of 
Vichy will tend Harold L. Weir 
to force Pierre Laval out into 
the open, so far as his collabora- 
tion with Hitler is concerned. 

It has been obvious that 
although Laval has had no hesti- 
tation in openly abusing Britain, 
since his accession to office, he 
has made strenuous efforts to 
maintain friendly relations with 
the United States. As a matter 
of fact, it has been conjectured 
| that part of his debt to Hitler 
would be paid by endeavoring to 
create a breach between Britain 
and the United States by playing | 
on the traditional American 
sympathies for France. 


Ends Policy 


This move into Madagascar 
knocks that policy sky-high be- | 
cause it was a move in which the | 
United States heartily concurred | 
and which the United States 
helped to plan, thus indicating 
that the American people do not 
propose to be fooled by Laval’s 
pretensions, 

The effect of all this will be to 
forestall Laval’s more subtle | 
machinations and cause him to) 
operate more openly. 

This, of course, is a diplomatic 
victory. 

The seizure of Madagascar is | 
significant, in another sense, in| 
that it indicates that the Allied 
Nations will no longer consider 


themselves hampered, in their 
operations, by the peculiar sens- 
ibilities of Vichy. In_ other 
words, the period of Vichy ap- 
asement is definitely over and. 
it will no longer be necessary to 
consider the feelings of Petain et 
al in planning future strategy. 

This is what might be termed 
a blessed release. 

No one can wage a war very | 
vigorously while they are forced, 
part of the time, to walk on eggs. 
And that is what the allied re- | 
lationship with Vichy has meant 
—walking on eggs. 

At any rate, the eggs are 


broken now and we can tread 


vigorously and _ purposefully 


wherever we choose, 
Nursemaids 


Having discharged ourselves 
as nursemaids to Vichy, we can 
begin to consult our security, 
with a little more intelligence 
and spirit, in such places as the 
Caribbean Sea where Martinique, 
Guadaloupe and French Guiana, 
in their present hands, constitute 
a grave threat to allied safety. 

So long as the submarine war 
in the Atlantic remains the crux 
of the world operations, any 
factor that might contribute to 
our losses in the Atlantic cannot 
be overlooked, 

Nobody should be afraid to say 
now that the likelihood that 
Martinique, for instance, has 
been used as a supply base for 
German submarines is very great 
and that, in self-defense, we 
should seize Martinique without 
delay. 

The seizure of Madagascar is a 
bold move that has opened up 
innumerable opportunities. It 
will be profitable to us in direct 
proportion to the extent to which 
we afte prepared to pursue the 
logical sequences to it. 


Amusing Mussolini 


Even in this most critical mo- 
ment of the world’s history, there 
are still gestures that tickle the 
international funnybone. 

Among these, this week, was a 
measure taken by our old friend 
Benito Mussolini who although 
he has lost his power to terrify, 
or even to interest, is still able 
to amuse. 

Mussolini, it seems, has written 
a new code of Italian statutes 
called “Mussolini Laws.” To en- 
ferce this code, he has caused 
himself to be proclaimed, “Lord 
Chief Justice of Italy.” He says 
that the inauguration of this new 
legal system is the “guarantee 
of victory.” 

These laws, it should be noted, 
consist mostly of harsh and vin- 
dictive measures against any- 
body who dares to threaten the 
security of the Fascist party. 

But the significant thing about 
this comic ppera performance is 
the state of mind it reveals in 
Mussolini and his colleagues—if 
he still has any. 

Decadence is always marked 
in a state by the passage of in- 
numerable Jaws, in an individual 
by the assumption of innumer- 
able titles. 

Laws are made necessary by 
the tendency of a people to mis- 
behave. Laws multiply as the 
people increase in lawlessness. 

The ruler who loads himself 
with titles is merely trying to 
bolster up. his own inherent 
weaknesses. 

The state of Mussolini and of 
Italy, then, can be gauged by 
this occurrence,

tween the non-violence of Jesus 
Christ and of .Gandhi. Perhaps 
you can help, 

I have had several letters 
criticizing my remarks, last Sat- 
urday, about Gandhi and his 
policy of non-resistance to the 
Japanese, notably one from the 
Rev. Dr. Huestis which appeared 
in today’s Bulletin. 

Now I am not prepared to en- 
gulf myself in the unfamiliar 
depths of theology. But my lim- 
ited understanding of such things 
does not permit me to believe 
that Gandhi’s proposal to offer 
no violent resistance to a Jap- 
anese invasion of India finds any 
parallel or endorsement what- 
soever in Christian teaching. 

It is my impression that while 
our Lord taught humility and 
submission to men, he did not 
teach submission to evil. It is 
one thing to restore the soldier's 
ear cut off by S. Peter, to teach | 
infinite forgiveness, to exalt 
meekness, It is another thing 
to violently cast the money 
changers out of the temple and 
to pronounce anathema against 
the cities that refused to receive 
him, 

It seems to me it is just as 
much a Christian duty to resist 
evil by any means, as it is to for- 
give your enemies. There is 
nothing incompatible about the 
two, 

Indeed, the entire Christian 
Church is a militant organization 
a ainst evil. 

If the heathen Japanese Em- 
pire and the pagan German 
Empire devoted to a gross ma- 
terialism and jntent upon the 
destruction of Christian  prin- 
ciples, are not evil, what is? 

Gandhi's policy of non-resist- 
ance to and non-violence to- 
wards this iniquitous heathen 
wave is decidedly and em- 
phatically anti-Christian. 

All this is offered, of course, 
with my apologies to the 
theologians. 


“Heavy Blows”

“In the event of any disputes or 
disagreements, both parties will 
clarify these disputes or dis- 
agreements by means of friendly 
exchange of opinion or, if neces- 
sary, by arbitration.” Article 6: 
“The present agreement shall be 
concluded for a period of ten 
years,” 

Feb. 24, 1940—Hitler (Reich- 
stag speech): “I sincerely believe 
that the Russian and German re- 
gimes have succeeded in achiev- 
ing something which is really 
beneficial for both people.” 

July 19, 1940—Hitler (Reich- 
stag speech): “German-Russian 
relations have been finally set- 
tled ... Any hope that any new 
German-Russian tension may 
intervene is infantile.” 

June 22, 1941—Germany in- 
vades Russia. 

Such is the Hitler and German 
record up to the present, 

Nine unoffending countries 
bloodily invaded without a day’s 
warning, with German amity 
and peaceful ideals professed to 
almost the last day in every case, 

It was little enough for a Brit- 
ish minister, Anthony Eden, to 
say in a recent speech: 

“The head of the German state 
stands condemned by his own 
deeds as a man of perjured faith, 
We are not in any circumstances 
prepared to negotiate with him 
at any time on any subject.”

Foreign Vote 

Editor, Bulletin: With refer- 
ence to an item in your editorial 
column, the latter part of last 
week, wherein you refer to the 
non-English, non-French strains 
who form a larger percentage of 
the population in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan than elsewhere, 
going on to state “The vote 
should suggest something to 
critics in other provinces who 
have thought it the part of 
patriotism to sneer at the “for- 
eigners” in Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan. 

“The ‘yes’ vote in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan was away above 
the Dominion average, in Sas- 
katchewan even more so.” 

Do I take it you mean to ipfer 
that the so called “foreign” vote 
had an influence in producing the 
favorable “yes” vote of about 72 
per cent in this province? If this 
is your intention, my opinion is 
that your are very mistaken or 
purposely false. The negative 
constituencies in Alberta are al- 
most solidly non-English and 
non-French, 

This is not intended to be a 
“sneer” at these settlers who 
have a perfect right to vote ac- 
cording to their way of thought. 
That was the purpots for which 
the plebiscite was held. But they 
voted very decidedly against and 
why in the name of goodness do 
you want to publish an article 
calculated to give the impression 
that they had an influence in 
producing the 72 per cent “yes” 
majority? 

A break-down of the poll in 
any of the constituencies in which 
a large percentage of non-British 
settlers reside will show conclu- 
sively that a very much higher 
percentage for “yes” would have 
been reached had their vote not 
been included.

Non-Resistance 
Editor, Bulletin: Like many 


readers of The Bulletin, I read 
with pleasure and profit Harold 
Weir's daily column in your 
paper. But he said some things 
in his broadcast of Saturday last, 
which were printed in Monday's 
issue (May 4), which involve re- 
flections on the Christian faith 
which he seems not to have cone 
sidered. 

He finds Gandhi's non-violence 
philosophy of life and conduct 
responsible for what he calls the 
“disintegration of the Indian 
spirit,” and speaks of “Gandhi 
and other Hindu fanatics.” Gan- 
dhi’s acceptance of persecution 
and his belief that endurance of 
the same helps to develop spirit- 
ua] stature, he calls “a fantastic, 
masochistic doctrine . . . which 
nearly one hundred million fana- 
tical Hindus believe blindly.” 

Now, both non-violence and 
the acceptance of persecution as 
a means of spiritual development 
are also the belief of some six 
hundred million Christians, Pro- 
testant, Roman Catholic and 
Eastern, and the symbol of this 
belief is the Cross, 

The Sermon on the Mount is 
replete with this doctrine, and 
the Apostolic writings stress it 
again and again, It is given at 
least lip service every Sunday in 
the pulpits of Christendom. ~The 
difference between the Hindus 
and run-of-mine Christians is 
that the former hold.to their faith 
day in and day out, while Christ- 
ians, generally speaking — the 
Quakers are an exception—con- 


|fine their active service to this 


faith chiefly to Sundays. 

Today a very considerable 
number of them “put their trust 
in reeking tube and iron shard.”

Eastern US. | 
Gas Ration Set — 
At 3 Gallons 


WASHINGTON, May 11—(CP) 
—Price Administrator Leon Hen- 
derson Saturday night set the 
basic gasoline ration for Non-es- 
sential motorists in the eastern 
seaboard of the United States at 
three gallons a week, effective 
next Friday, as a wartime meas- 
ure to conserve the fuel. 


As a result of the ruling, office 
of price administration officials 
said, passenger-car drivers who 


held seven-unit “A” cards wil] be 
entitled to purchase a total of 21 
gallons of gasoline for the 47rday 
period from May 15 to July 1, when 
the permanent plan is to go into 
effect. 

Under the planned rationing sys- 
tem as announced by the O.P.A. 
five types of cards entitling holders 
to varying amounts of gasoline for 
the 47-day period will be issued. 
They are; 

A Cards—Allowing non-essential 
motorists driving less than six miles 
a day 21 gallons 

Bl Cards—Allowing 33 gallons 
to those who “must” drive six to 10 
miles a day. 

B-2 Cards—Allowing 45 gallons 
to those who must drive 10 to 14 
miles a day: 

B-3 Cards — Allowing 57 gallons 
to those who must drive more than 
14 miles a day. ' 

X Cards—For “essential” drivers 
such as doctors who cannot predict 
their daily mileage, giving unlimit- 
ed gasOline for essential uses only.

FREDDIE COCHRANE FOLLOWS

Cardin Resign 
From Cabinet 
On Conscription 


Continued from Page One 


last week is now really past. In 
that event, Quebec as in 1917, will 
not oppose conscription as a unit. 
The ancicnt province will be divid- 
ed with two ministers and a sub- 
stantial number of members sup- 
porting conscription, Moreover, as 
time passes, and with the light al- 
ways burning in the window, some 
of the bolters might return. 

On this assumption, what lies 
ahead is a struggle for the mastery 
of Quebec between Mr. Cardin, the 
anti-conscriptionist, and Hon, Louis 
St, Laurent, Hon, C, G. Power and 
(this is a pretty fair assumption) 
Premier Godbout of Quebec. That 
Mr. Cardin has been at outs with 
all three since the emergence of 
the conscription issue is well known 

To judge today’s situation, the 
background must be kept in mind. 

The crisis of last week had 
nothing at all to do with the 
elimination of all the restrictions 
whereby conscription was limited 
on the National Mobilization Act 


to home defence. It was repeat- 
edly stated that all the cabinet 
were agreed to amend the act in 
keeping with the decision of the 
people in the plebiscite, 

Mr. Cardin, it is now learned, 
took little or no part in these dis- 
cussions. 

He was assumed to be favorable 
because he said nothing to the 
contrary. Yet his resignation now 
reveals him as opposed even to the 


amendment of this act. He emerges 
as an outright unpursuaded oppon- 
ent of overseas conscription, 


COME TO PARLIAMENT 

The crisis arose with respect to 
how the government was to impose 
conscription when the time came. 
It was argued by Mr. St. Laurent 
and others that the government 
should come to parliament, declare 
that the voluntary system would no 
longer provide the men required 
and ask for parliament's approval 
before imposing conscription for 
overseas service. A number of min- 
isters from the English-speaking 
provinces refused to agree to come 
back to parliament before imposing 
conscription, They would not agree 
to placing any restriction upon the 
power of the government to act 
when action became necessary, 

Here was the crisis which threat- 
ened to bring about resignations 
whichever way the decision went. 
VOLUNTARY SYSTEM 


Mr, Cardin’s unexpected resigna- 
tion may well solve the difficulty. 
For one thing, it is reasonably clear 
that Mr, Power is for conscription. 
His resignation even if the St. Laur- 
ent formula was turned down is no 
longer deemed likely, And the 
whole point of the disagreement 
might be removed by a cabinet de- 
cision to give no undertakings of 
any kind as to how the government 
will deal with conscription when the 
time comes. With perhaps one ex- 
ception on the English speaking 
side, all the ministers are prepared 
to retain the voluntary system until

According to Mr. McDonald, 


gliders, towed by powered planes, 
were used with success by the 
Germans in their drive through 
Belgium and France two years 
ago and later in the occupation of 
Crete. 

Gliders, loaded with armed troops, 
were released from tow lines at high 
altitude, to drift down silently to a 
landing. 

They can be built to land at 20 
miles an hour, states Mr. McDonald. 
At this low speed it is possible to 
land safely’ on very rough terrain 
and very sraall fields. 

s . e 

And gliders are quite inexpensive 
For this reason, Mr. McDonald sug- 
gests their large scale production 
for cargo-carrying purposes as well 
as for troop transport. One trans- 
port plane can tow up to 10 gliders 
each, having practically the same 
carrying capacity as the powered 
plane. 

Mr, McDonald writes that he 
proposed development of radio- 
controlled glider torpedoes to an 
admiral of the United States Navy 
in 1930. The glider torpedo would 
permit of remote contro] from a 
power plane miles away from the 
target at a safe altitude for the 
plane. 

These glider-torpedoes could be} 
produced much more cheaply than | 
water torpedoes but would have} 
just as devas‘ating an effect, he con- 
tends, 

He predicts these torpedoes will 
be used in a short time. He also 
notes with deep satisfaction that the 
United States Army is teaching 
many thousands of men to soar in 
gliders.

The word salad is taken from the 
Latin and literally means “salted”, 
although this word is usually ap- 


| plied to that part of a meal con- 


talning a mixture of both 
foods and cold cooked foods 

The principal’ part of a salad is 
generally composed of uncooked 
1on-starchy vegetables, although 
cold cooked vegetables such as 
asparagus, string beans or peas, 
and also shredded meats, chicken 
and fish, may be added. 

Salad should be an important 
item in at least two meals of the 
and should preferably be 
served at the beginning of the 
meal, which assures the diner of 
of the raw green 
vegetables before the other foods 
of a higher caloric value are eaten. 

Most salads are over-seasoned, a 
great variety of dressings being 
used. The person with a jaded 
appetite will probably eat more 
salad when a_ highly | seasoned 
dressing is used, but from a health 
Standpoint I believe that’ the 
plainer the salad dressing, the 
better. 

Most of the vegetables listed as | 
non-starchy make pleasing addi- 
tions to salad. To these may be} 
added avocadoes and olives, both 
of which blend in well with the 
flavors of both foods, and lend 
themselves to this particular type | 
of combination. Insofar as the 
usual fruits are concerned, 1 sug- | 
gest that only one kind of fruit be 
used as a salad ingredient. As an 
example, when you are adding 
pineapple to the salad, do not add | 
any other fruit at the same time. 

When most people think of salad 
they think of lettuce, tomatoes and | 
cucumbers. These are excellent, | 
but there are many others which

On drawing up in an 
area where women are shopping 
for their rations or on any of the 
jobs which take a housewife out of 
doors, a labor ministry official ap- 
peals to passers-by to volunteer for 
) part-time work and stresses the ur- 
gency of his case in these words: 
“Part-time women war workers are 
as important as Commandos,” 


REGISTER AND WORK 


The Women reached by the mobile 
exchange need only ‘stop a few min- 
ules to register and if immediate 
employment is wanted they are 
given a card of introduction to a 
local employer. Some, authorities 
say, specify the type of work they 
would prefer or in which they are 
experienced. Then the exchange 
tries to find them such a job loc- 
ally. A woman employment of- 
ficer registers the women, the floor 
of the van being used as a table, She 
keeps a record of all vacancies in 
local factories, 

Labor authorities report there is 
a great potential of women workers, 
the only bar to their employment 
being their family responsibilities, 
To overcome this hundreds of 
creches and day nurseries have been 
opened all over the country where 
working women can leave their 
children during the day. 


WORK IN SHIFTS 

The women volunteer for either 
the morning or afternoon shift, the 
hours varying in each factory but 
generally being from 8 a.m, to 12:20 
p.m. for the morning trick and from 
1 pm. to 5:30 pm, for afternoon 
labor,

Pirani, famous British-Australian

His wide experience as a public 
performer, teacher and analyst, has 
provided a musical background that 
enables him to penetrate to the 
depths of the compositions being 
performed. to dissect the sentences 
and phrases, and then unite them 
into his interpretation of the com- 
position as a whole, 

There is a wide variety of dy- 
namics in his playing. He has ample 
volume and yet there is delicacy, 
grace and refinement when the oc- 
casion demands. His chording, bal- 
ance of the component notes of the 
chards, the delineation of the melo- 
dic contour, all testified to his 


pianistic skill and mature musician- 
ship. 
COVERS WIDE RANGE 

His program touched on works 
from Bach to contemporary writers. 
He opened with Bach's Fantasia in 
C Minor and followed this with 
Three Sonatas by Scarlatti. in C 
Major, D Minor and F Minor res- 
pectively.

VALETTA, May 1}, — (CP) -— 
Forty-one enemy aircraft were de- 


stroyed or damaged in raids on 
Malta Saturday night and yesterday, 
it was announced last night.

In the depression period, from 
1928 to 1935, a survey involving 
46,000 graduates from 31 American 
universities, revealed that 95 per 
cent of the men and 93 per cent of 
the women were employed, Mr. 

He further indic- 
ated that less than six per cent of 
those on relief during the depres- 
sion years were skilled men and 
more than 65 per cent were unskill- 
ed,

Wheat seeding ts general 
throughout Alberta and some 
coarse grains have been sown, ae- 
cording to the first crop report 
of the Bank of Montreal this sea- 
son, 

The report shows that moisture 
conditions generally are considered 
adequate to insure germination but 
subsoil reserves are deficient over 
large areas, Early estimates indicate 
the wheat acreage at approximately 
the same as last year, with fairly 
substantial inereases in oat, barley 
and flax crop acreages. Sugar beet 
seeding is well advanced. 

In Saskatchewan heavy general 
rains are reported, and the wheat 
acreage is expected to about equal 
1941, with increased acreage of 
coarse grains. Due to wet weather, 
operations in Manitoba are about 
10 days later than normal and the 
amount of seeding completed is 
negligible. 

In general throughout the prairie 
provinces, field operations have 
been delayed by weather conditions, 
and are about ten days later than 
normal, Moisture reserves are satis- 
factory in Manitoba and eastern 
Saskatchewan but low elsewhere, 
with early rains needed in Alberta,
